My dear Sir; 


I have the honor to report the following programme, adopted by the Mint Bi-Centennial 
Committee, to be observed in the parade of 24 inst. 


There will be about 250 men in the Mint line — in uniform dress of dark clothes, white 
vests, black neck-tie, white gloves, and high black silk hats — each wearing a light maroon badge, 
decorated with gold bullion fringe, and Mint monogram printed on in gold, attached to the left 
lapel of coat, by a gold colored metallic badge, containing an Obverse, head of Penn, with words 
“Mint of the United States Philadelphia” surrounding head. Reverse “Celebration of 200th 
Anniversary of the Landing of Penn. Oct. 24, 1882.” It is proposed to march in sections of eight, 
with a chief for each section, the left man of the sections to be guide, and regulate alignment. 


Following the line will be two wagons with a proper detail in each. The first, drawn by 
four horses, will represent the mode of coinage in 1682 — this will be represented by a fac simile 
of the hand screw press. The second wagon will be drawn by six horses, and will contain a steam 
coining press in full operation, striking Bi-Centennial Medals. There wagons will be 
appropriately decorated, and it is hoped will make one of the conspicuous features of the display. 


It is proposed to distribute along the line of the route some 50,000 of these medals. 


The Committee representing the National Departments have subscribed for 25,000 
additional medals, which they will also distribute gratuitously. 


The Keystone Cornet Band of 18 pieces will head the line.
